I want to talk to you on the 
words: “God is not mocked.” 

As I went up and down this 
country I used to speak to thou- 
sands of men on the last part of 
verse 7 in this passage: ““‘Whatso- 
ever a man:soweth, that shall he 
also reap’; but. I have never 
spoken before on the words just 
preceding: “God is not mocked.” 


One morning here at school I 
was in my _ bathroom. shaving, 
praying for a sermon for that day; 
and like a flash the thought came 
to my mind: “God is not mocked.” 
I began to ask myself what that 
meant. Here is what it means— 
and it is very simple when we 
come to think of it: 


When God says something, it is’ 


so. When God makes a law, it 
stands. When God fixes a thing, it 
is fixed. When God says that you 
cannot sin and get away with it, 
you cannot sin and get away with 
it. When God says that in due sea- 
son you shall reap if you will not 
be faint-hearted, He means you 
will reap some day. All Hell can- 
not stop you. When Jesus Christ 
says, ‘I will be with you until 
the end of the age,’ then never 
mind what anybody tells you— 
He is with you if you are right. 
“God is not mocked.” When God

Dear Brother K—: 


Thank you for your letter of 
some time ago. Now after two 
weeks’ delay I am dictating an 
answer down in Tennessee where 
I am engaged for four days of 
services. 


You have asked me some ques- 


tions and I will answer them as 
honestly and fairly as I can, 


1. Your letter says, “You 
say you are Baptist but how 
do you account for your union 
meetings, etc. Some of your 
associates are men of charac- 
ter but nevertheless they are 
men who are miles from being 
Baptistic.” 


I say I am Baptist, but I do not 
have any reference to being a part 
of an iron-bound sect or denomina- 
tion. I am Baptist because I be- 
lieve in the independence of a local 
church, I believe in converted 
ehurch membership, and baptism 
of believers only and baptism by 
immersion. In other words, I am 


what Baptists have been historical- 
ly in doctrine and in convictions. 
When I say I am a Baptist I do 
not mean that I am a member of 
a certain lodge, or certain sect, or 
certain fellowship. I am speaking 
about a scriptural position. And in 
that I am perfectly open and 
frank. Both in my writings and my 
preaching I never trim any corners 
on any of these convictions. No one 
ever heard me preach even in a 
union revival campaign but knew 
that I was a Baptist and believed 
in converted church membership, 
baptism by immersion, etc. 


2. You say, “I can have 
Christian fellowship with any 
born-again believer, but I can- 


not have. church fellowship 


Bible Church in Wheaton when the 
church conceded that although it 
believed in baptism by immersion, 
it did not require immersion, and 
would not have baptizing in the 
regular church services. The 
church was until that time essen- 
tially Baptist, not only on what we 
call “the fundamentals of the 
faith,” but on the _ distinctives 
which make it Baptist. I could not 
continue in fellowship in the

not say it cannot build empires. 
It does not say it cannot build 
planes that fly through the air. 
It does not say it cannot make 
ships that sail the sea. But it says 
the flesh always produces corrup- 
tion. If you sow to it, that is what 
you will reap (or produce). 

When I was a boy we used to 
talk about total depravity. That 
is an awful ugly word—that total 
depravity business. But we have 
the wrong idea about depravity. 
You say, “He is not totally bad.” 
Well, you just do not know what 
you are talking about. If a man 
is a sinner, he is totally bad. Any- 
body who is not a Christian is 
totally bad. He is totally bad in 
the sense that he is minus God. 
If God is not there, there is no 
goodness there, and God is not 
there unless he is there in regen- 
erating grace. 

I say again: man is totally de- 
.praved in the sense that he is 
“minus God. All this Unitarianism 
that has got into Trinitarian: pul- 
pits and Trinitarian education in 
this country and that goes around 
talking about “the spark of di- 
vinity in man that makes us all 
brothers”—this Unitarianism that 
says that God is the Father of 
‘all of us—is a lie born in Hell and 
hatched in the Satanic domain. 
It is not so! The flesh is corrupt. 
Listen! Any sin any sinner ever 
committed, every sinner. under 
proper provocation could commit. 


Human Civilization Without 
' God Produces Only Cul- 
tured Rottenness 
I shall never forget years aga 


when I was in Athens. I walked 
among the ruins of the Acropolis. 


I went to Mars’ Hill and stood 


where Paul stood to preach in 
the old days. I read from the 
Scripture his sermon. I came down 
the steps of the Parthenon. The 
steps were so perfect that we 
could not tell where the stones 
came together. Such perfect stone 
masonry I never saw in my life 
before. I stood there and thought 
about it and marvelled at the 
achievement. I had a sort of thrill 
when I thought of the ancient 
Greeks and of their civilization. 
In some ways Greece probably 
reached for a little while—or may- 
be for some period of time—the 
highest type of culture that the 
history of the world has ever 
known. 

I went from there to another 


place where I found the seats on’ 


which they used to sit and see 
their dramas. I sat down on one 
of those seats and thought of the 
men who had sat there in days 
gone by. Then the guide took me 
over to a museum. And in a little

corner he showed me the statues 
of perversity that any decent man 
would blush to behold, perversity 
associated in the minds of those 
Greeks with their own Grecian 
gods. I stood here in the midst 
of the crumbled ruins and said, 
“The flesh produces corruption.” 
It may build a house of civilization 
in which there is art and archi- 
tecture. There may be drama and 
music and speech and language in 
that house; there may be books 
on the shelves; but that house of 
civilization is always filled with 
corruption. The flesh produces 
corruption! 


Men tell us they are going to 
fix up the world. They are going 
to get rid of all the ignorance in 
this country. They are going to 
powder the nose of civilization, 
comb its hair, press -its pants, 
shine its shoes—dress it up and 
put it on parade! But you know, 
you can be nicely dressed and as 
mean as the Devil! 


‘I would like to know what our 
schools have done for us morally 
in this country. I will match the 
virtue of the women who lived in 
the old days in mountain cabins, 
against the virtue of these high 
school graduates and college grad- 
uates in this country who hang 
around barrooms, with an elbow 
on the bar, with a cigarette in one 
hand and a cocktail glass in the 
other and an arm around a drunk- 
ard. The flesh produces corrup- 
tion! 


Say, man cannot produce the 
goods because he does not have 
the goods to produce! Inherently 
‘he does not have the punch. 


If it were not such a tragedy, 
it would be a joke. From one of 
the university campuses of this 
country there came a sensational 
story the other day—a wonderful 
story. The neighbors near the 
campus said.the conduct of those 
university students was so bad it 
had to be corrected. There were 
headlines on the front pages of 
the papers of this country about it, 
and one of the girls said there 
had been too much “heavy neck- 
ing’—whatever that means!

I thought 
when I read that story that she 
must know a good deal about 
“heavy necking.” Lovely days 
these are!

Well, I am in on that. I hope we 
can; but, oh, man is trying to take 
care of himself.

The New Birth, the Only Way 
to Fix the Flesh 


Well, what are we going to do 
about the whole thing? There is 
only one thing on God Almighty’s 
earth to do, and that is to get men 
regenerated. There is nothing to 
do but to get them saved. A man 
is a new creation in Jesus Christ; 
he is to grow in grace and in the 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. He is to feed the spirit, 
nourish it; grow in grace. That is 
the unconquerable, winning some- 
thing. 

Young folks, don’t let this gang, 
this bunch of smarties over Amer- 
ica, fool you. Oh, some of them are 
nice. But you know a dog can be 
gentle. We had a little dog one 
time—the more I saw of that dog, 
the less respect I had for some 
people! He would wag a little 
bobbed tail and tell me I was the 
nicest man he had ever seen. He 
would get on our laps and love us. 
When Mrs.. Jones was sick he 
would follow her up the steps and 
try to stay around her. He was 
more attentive than I have known 
some children to be to their own 
mothers. But that dog died one 
day, and he is dead forever. You 
can be nice and educate yourself. 
You can have some nice traits. 
But so can animals. If you have 
not been born again, there is noth- 
ing good in you. 

Maybe you do not like that. 
Well, let me tell you what you 
can do about it: call up Heaven, 
get God on the telephone and tell

Him you do not like it. Do not} 


what You said.” 

“Be not deceived.” The Devil 
will try to deceive you. He is try- 
ing to deceive the whole world. 
He is trying to make the world 
believe it can build a government 
that is decent. Don’t deceive your- 
self about it. “Be not deceived; 
God is not mocked: for whatsoever 
a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap. For he that soweth to his 
flesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption; but he that soweth to 
the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 
life everlasting.” 


Young people, don’t feed the 
flesh. Oh, I am not talking about 
eating your food. That is not feed- 
ing the flesh. I am not talking 
about the normal functions of the 
human body. That is not feeding 
the flesh. I am talking about cat- 
ering to the man in the raw, 
throwing kisses at him, patting 
him on the back, saying, “You 
wonderful thing!” It-is not so! 
The flesh has no inherent spiritual 
value.

3. You say, “There is not 
ene teaching in the Bible that 
is not essential. Every doc- 
trine in the Book is essential 
either to salvation or to obe- 
dience.” 


‘But you are using the term “es- 
sential” in an artificial meaning. 
The word “essential” means what 
it means, not what it does nof 
mean. If you want to use it in that 
sense, then of course absolute per- 
fection is essential to obedience; 
but you are not perfect and so in 
that case you miss some essen- 
tials. But frankly that is not the 
meaning of the word “essential,” 
of course, and that is not the way 
you use the word in other conno- 
tations. There certainly is a differ- 
ence in one being wrong on the de- 
ity of Christ and the blood atone- 
ment, and in being wrong, shall we 
say, on foot washing. It is certain- 
ly not the same thing to have fel- 
lowship with an infidel, a Christ 
_ rejecter, an enemy of the Gospel, 
as it-is to have fellowship with a 
Christian who may differ on some 
incidental but who is born again 
and loves Jesus Christ and serves 
_ Him and wins souls. There is no 
real sense in your and my trying to 
pretend that to disagree -about-the 
meaning of some verse of Scrip- 
ture which is somewhat obscure is 
the same as differing on the virgin 
birth of Christ and the _ blood 
atonement. That simply is not true. 


And the distinction I make is 
one which the Bible makes con- 
tinually and which all of. us havé a 
right and duty to make, 

If one is wrong on the Gospel, 
@ivine inspiration says, “Let him 
be accursed” (Gal. 1:8, 9). If one 
doesnot abide in the doctrine of 
Christ, he “hath not God,” is un- 
converted, and we are not to re- 
ceive him in our houses nor bid 
him Godspeed according to I John, 
verses 7-11. But on the other hand, 
the Bible plainly says to us, “Him 
that is weak in the faith receive 
ye, but not to doubtful disputa- 
tions.”” Every church in the world 
has people with slightly differing 
beliefs about some matters. The 
Bible does not teach, and no one 
else ought to teach, that absolute 
uniformity in every jot and tittle 
of belief and practice should be 
required in a local church.“They 
did not have absolute uniformity 
at Corinth, as we see by the letters 
of Paul, I and II Corinthians. 
There was no uniformity either in 
practice or in doctrine, that is, in 
nonessentials. And Paul did not 
say for those people that they 
should come.out from the church 
because there were some differ- 
ences. However, on some radical 
errors of life they were command- 
ed not to have fellowship with 
people. And of course on some rad- 
ical departures from Christian doc- 
trine, we are commanded not to 
have fellowship with people. 


I say that distinction was a Bi- 
ble distinction. The fundamentals 
of the faith are not the same as 
some secondary matters. 


Jesus Himself made it very clear 
that there is a great difference in 
the importance of some doctrines 
and other doctrines. He accused 
the Pharisees, ‘‘For ye pay tithe of 
mint and anise and cummin, and 
have omitted the weightier mat- 
ters of the law, judgment, mercy, 
and faith.” Some matters are les- 
ser and some matters are weight- 
ier. And that distinction is made 
throughout the Bible and ought to 
be made in our fellowship and 
practice. 

The Bible never hints anywhere 
that absolute uniformity in minor 
matters of belief is to be demanded 
even in local church fellowship. 
And if I demanded such uniformi- 
ty in a union campaign, I would be 
demanding what you yourself do 


Some people have misrepresented 
the facts in this matter, trying to 
excuse Billy Graham, but I will 
not be a party to their sin by ig- 
noring the matter. I have strict 
standards for my revival cam- 
— I let the standards be 
known everywhere I go. I have re- 
peatedly, from the platform, the 
first Sunday night of my revival 
campaign, invited any preacher 
who did not believe what the Bi- 
ble said about Hell or who did not 
believe anything else in the Bible 
to simply get up and leave the 
‘meeting. I have said frankly that 
any such pastor was not a Chris- 
tian but a pagan, a heathen, an in- 
fidel. I would have no fellowship 
with such a preacher or such a 
church. I say I made those re- 
marks publicly in revival cam- 
paigns, as a customary matter. My 
position is very clear. 


Where do you suppose we would 
have the converts go? In the first 
place, do you want no converts 
except of Baptist families? And 
would you not agree that converts 
ought to go to good Bible-believing 
churches? I certainly teach that 
always they ought to go to 
good, sound, Bible-believing 
'ehurches. And you may be sure, in 
the first place, no one misunder- 
stands my position. Everybody 
knows that I am a Baptist. But I 
am a Baptist who loves the Lord 
and loves Christians and wants the 
whole cause of Christ to prosper. 
I do not believe the cause of Christ 
is simply a Baptist cause. I be- 
lieve the name of Jesus is far 
above the Baptist name. And I 
rejoice to say that in many com- 
munities there are churches which 
are truer to Christ than Baptist 
churches—maybe not in the offi- 
cial statement of faith, or some 
minor incidentals, but in their 
spirit, in their preaching of the 
Gospel, in their love for Christ and 
for souls. The fact that one carries 
the Baptist name does not make 
him a good Christian, and such a 
name does not guarantee that the 
converts will be well cared for. In 
many, many towns the worst thing 
you could do for a new convert 
would be to insist that he go to a 
Baptist chureh instead of some 
church which is: truer to Christ 
and truer to the Bible. Often even 
in doctrine Baptist churches are 
not as sound as some other good 
church. No convert is ever encour- 
aged by my preaching to baptize 
babies, and one is never encour- 


position. But I still want the peo- 
ple of all denominational back- 
grounds to be saved and want 
them to go into good churches, and 
I tell them so. 


When you hold a meeting, if you 
ever do, where do you tell the 
converts to go? Do you tell them 
to go to a Baptist church when the 
church is sectarian in spirit, when 
it does not. represent Christ or 
the Bible? Do you tell them to 
go to a Baptist church when it is 
dead, when it is certain they will 
not have any Bible teaching that 
is reliable and thorough? Do you 
urge them to go to Baptist church- 
es where the pastor does not know 
anything about and does not be- 
lieve in the premillennial coming 
of Christ? The plain truth is that 
over half the Baptist churches in 
America are pastored by such pas- 
tors. If you insisted on converts 
going into such churches, then are 
you not taking a part in their un- 
belief and in their false doctrine? 
And why is it worse for a Method- 
ist to sprinkle a baby than it is 
for a Baptist to deny or ignore the 
thing so much more taught in the 
Bible about the second coming of 


Christ and the _ premillennial 
truth?

You mention the Arminianism of 
Methodist churches, but I spoke to 
a man last night, a Baptist, who 
told me he used to be saved but 
now he is lost. Is that man any 


ybetter off because he calls himself 


a Baptist, though he does not un- 
derstand the doctrine of grace and 
does not live for God? And lest 
you should say that is not the 
fault of the church or teaching, I 
am this week preaching among a 
fine group of Baptist churches, but 
there are in the area literally 
hundreds of Baptist. preachers who 
have almost no education, who do 
not know much Bible, and who 
preach much heresy and the opin- 
ions of -men instead of the doc- 
trines of the Bible. I believe they 
are saved, good men. They believe 
in Christ and the Bible, but they 
do not know much Bible and do 
not preach much Bible. Why does 


the Baptist label make them just.

- Con- 
verts were to be baptized individ- 
ually and then the apostles were 
commanded, “Teaching them [the 
new converts] to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded 
you.”’ So every convert was to re- 
ceive the Great Commission. It is 
not given to an organization. The 
Great Commission is not given to 
a denomination. It is not the prop- 
erty of bishops, popes, secretaries, 
conventions. It is the plain instruc- 
tion of Jesus Christ to every con- 
vert. 

I believe that Jesus set a pattern 
for New Testament churches and 
that we should follow that pattern 
I am sorry if so many Baptist 
churches miss the pattern in some 
details, as they clearly do.

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sorry Methodist and Presbyterian 
and other .churches miss it in so 
many details, as they often do. But 
Christian fellowship and working 
together to win souls is never in 
the Bible based on absolute uni- 
formity in every_detail. The Bible 
does restrict fellowship for those 
who believe certain great essen- 
tials and who live according to cer- 
tain great principles. It does not 
restrict fellowship to those of a 
denomination or a label or even to 
uniformity in minor doctrines. And 
where the Bible sets no such stan- 
dard, I would be following men in- 
stead of God if I set such a stand- 
ard.

But I notice you say, “In my 
opinion.” That is all you could 
say as an honest man because you 
cannot show that the Bible gives 
any such command. What New 
Testament church controlled 
Paul’s ministry? What New Tes- 
tament church sent Peter out to 
preach to Cornelius, or at Pente- 
cost? It is still God who calls 
preachers. It is still God who leads 
a Christian to talk to his next-door 
neighbor, leads a mother to win 
her own ehild, leads a Sunday 
School teacher in soul winning. It 
is true that a church has a right 
to elect a pastor and to set certain 
standards that are proper and 
scriptural within that pulpit. But 
the idea that a local church must 
control every individual outside 
the church and every revival cam- 
paign and every preaching engage- 
ment and every effort to win a 
soul to Christ—that simply is not 
taught in the Bible. 


The Great Commission was given 
to every individual who is saved. 
Jesus gave the commission to the 
apostles and then as we plainly 
see in Matthew 28:19, 20, He com- 
manded these apostles to baptize 
the converts, “Teaching them to 
observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you.” Thus ev- 
ery individual was to be given the 
Great Commission. That is God's 
plan and no man has the right to 
change it. 


I teach Christians to be bap- 
tized, to join a sound, Bible-believ- 
ing and Bible-preaching church. 
But I tell people plainly that the 
tithe does not belong to the church, 
it belongs to the Lord. The call to 
the ministry does not come from 
a church; it comes from God. The 
leading of the Holy Spirit does not 
come from.a church; it comes from 
God to the individual. Any man 
who lets a church control his mes- 
sage or control his personal soul- 


-| winning efforts would be dishonor- 


ing God. He might be counted a 
very fine Baptist, but he would be 
a very poor Christian and a poor 
preacher.

Front Street in Wheaton, a two- 
story brick and basement building 
that is now rented out, since we 
discontinued our wholesale de- 
partment and book club and com- 
bined -all the workers into one 
building. This building is free of 
debt also. We _ purchased the 
Presbyterian Church property in 
Wheaton as a proper site for a 
future suitable office building for 
the Sword, God willing. That in- 
cludes a church building, the pas- 
tor’s home, and another two-story 
house with three apartments used 
by some of our workers. This 
church property is debt free also, 
Then of course the office fixtures, 
equipment, and machines are paid 
out and clear. 

But through the years we have 
mot had money for necessary €xX- 
pansion, have not had the work- 
ing capital needed. So we have 
made long-term loans to furnish 
the working capital. Some of these 
have been paid off in the last two 
years through “Investment Evan- 
gelism” funds, but there is a need 
to clear out all our loans and have 
working capital that will make 
THE SworD OF THE Lorp secure for 
the immediate future. 

Could we not have made enough 
money to make THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp a good and profitable invest- 
ment, paying a good return and 
laying by reserves? 

Yes, if we had been willing to 
pay the price. We could, have 
charged more for subscriptions. 
We could have taken ads for the 
Revised Standard Version of the 
Bible, as some Christian maga- 
zines did. We could have taken 
care not to offend anybody by dis- 
cussing the movies or by telling 
what was wrong with the movies 
or the lodges. We could have had 
the friendship of multitudes in the 
denominations if we had nof, week 
by week, warned people of the sin 
of modernism. 

We have gotten out about twen- 
ty million copies of my books and 
pamphlets. If we had been willing 
to get out only half as many and 
to charge a good deal higher 
prices, we would have made lots of 
money. If I had gone along with 
Dr. Graham when be began to run 
with modernists, I could have had 
full-page ads from his headquar- 
ters, as other Christian magazines 
do. And we would not have lost 
thousands of subscribers who are 
offended when we preach hard 
against sin, when we expose mod- 
ernism.
